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MINUTES OF THE OITY COUNCIL

The meeting wag called to order with Mayor Drake presiding.
Roll Calls

Conncilman MacCorkle moved that since copies of the minutes of the last meet
ing of the City Council have been furnished Council members by the City Clerk, the
reading of the minutes be dispensed with and that the minutes be adopted as read
in the Clerk's report, Upon being duly seconded by Councilmen Loang, the motion
was unanimously adopted by the Council and the minutes so approved.

MR. DAVID CARSON submitted & petitionm asking that the City annex certain
property in the Colorado School District, so that the children could have free
public school education through high school, end that the development of the propt
erty could be planned properly. Thé Council recelved the petition and it was the
-general idea that something could be started on thim reguest, as well as ofher
recent requests to be brought into the City limits, right awsy.

A petition filed by MR. HERBERT W. HELEMAW, 1403 Bast 3hth Street, was read
by MR, GLENN EVANS, 1408 E. 34th, asking thet the City extend the storm sewer
now ranning from Bast Avenue to Warner Btreet, to Kern Remble. He explained the
situation existing. The City Manager steted that an open ditch took care of the
drainage up to a certaln pointi but as this subdivision developed 2nd streets
were paved, the water would gush in faster tham this ditch could handle during
rainy seasons. The city had asked the propérty owners to participate in a storm
sewer project, but some would not; eand the City Maneger said he would recommend
that the City go ahead with this storm sewer:mt an estimated cost of about $12,00
to $15,000; and that plans were about read to submit to the Council om thia,

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MR, ROLF A, GOETH presented a petition agking the City not %o spend any
money other than what would be necessary for police services on the visit of
General MacArthur to Austin, June 13th. Councilman Long made s statement that if
Mr, MacArthur's vieit .has any political aspect, that she would not waent to lemd
her support to anything thet he might say or doj but as a citizen coming to Ang-~
tin, he certelinly deserved & welcome.

MR, H. P. ALLEN appeared before the Council asking that the ordinance per-
taining to trailer courts and tourist courts be amended, so that trailer court
operators could rent only to trailers with their own sanitary facilitiea imastalle
g0 that they could be connected to sewer lines. If this amendment could be
passed, operators of this type of traller court would not be required to construct
the required restrooms and showers. Only trallers with their own facllities
would be permitted in this type of court. Couscilman Long moved that the City
Attorpay be im tructed to draw up an amendment %o the present ordinance to 1nc1ud4
thig Class A-1 type ‘of trailer park with fecilities to make sewer connections
to trailere. The motion, seconded by Councilman White, carried by the following
vote!

MR, ROSWELL MILLER made irquiry about a $100.00 refund he thought was due
him on a sewer contract on Churchill Driwe, which contract was made in July, 1940
The City Manager explained these contracts were made for a period of five years,
where the City was %o refund $100 for esch sewer connection on an aversge. 4ll
of thogse contracts were interrupted by the war and building restrictions. The
Council authorized the extenslon of these contracts to take care of the interrup-
tion during the war. BHls contract went a year and a half prior to the entrance
into the war; then 3% years were added to his contract which would terminate it
in 1948, EHe started construction after that time. The matter was turned over
to the City Attorney to etudy the contrect to see what the legzal status is.

The City Manéger presented the following letter from Rob't B. Dixon. Sec'y
& Treasurer, Longhorn Boat Club, dated May 31, 1951:

With reference to a request for an appropristion of $2,000 to build a
model of the river, the City Manager submitted the following letter addressed
to the Mayor emd City Council under date of June 7, 1951, ad signed by George
¥, Sandlim, Chairman, City Plan Commissiont

"At a special meeting of the City Plan Commission on May 31, 1951,
1% was unanimously voted by those present to recommend to the Clty
Counell that a model of the riverfromt area be constructed in ac-
cordinance with the recommeni stions or request made by the Chamber
of Commerce.

"Mhis model, showing the area between Lamsr bridge and the Interregional
Righway bridge location, will be a grasphic presentation of all river
drive development plamnning which will greatly aid engineers, planners
and the general public in visualizing the future development of this
srea. Particulsrly will it aid the City Plan Commission end the City
Council in obtaining the interesténd cooperation of all private and
public agencies that will be called upon t0 participate in developing
the master plan of Austin.

.. "We respectfully request that this project be authorized and commenced
ag soon as possible.®

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A letter from the Executive Board of the Citizens' Committee for Permsment
Beantliflcation of Austin, dated June Tth, endorsing the proposal of former Mayor
Taylor Glass that a $2,000 aporopriation be made to build a scele model of the
Coleredo River at Austin, was algo submitted.

The City Manager in his recommendation to the Council stated,

"Phe City Planning Commission have unsnimounsly recommended that a
nodel of the river front ares be constructed a&s was requested dy
the Chamber of Commerce.

"We feel that such model would be of benefit in developing the Col-
orede Biver. I wonld, therefore, recommend to the Council that an
appropristion of not to exceed $2,000 be made from our unappropriated
or contingency, &s provided in the bwiget, this to be replaced when
the low water dam bonds are sold.™

Councilman MacCorkle ther moved that an appropriation not to exceed $2,000
be mede for e model of the river, as recommended by the City Manager. The mo-
tion, seconded by Councilmen Johnson, carried by the following vote:

The City Mansger submitted specificetions for sudit of the City of dustin,
to the Council for study. (Filed in City Clerk's Office under AUDIT) The Council
decided to take this matter up the followlng week so that each member would have
more time to go over the specifications.

TR. FEN PRIMER submitted the Proposed Annumal Budget for the Austin-Travis
County Health Unit for the Piscal year endinmg December 31, 1951, - (Copy of this
budget en file in City Clerk'es Office under PUBLIC HEALTH AND WELFARE) This
wes the budget which had been approved by the State and would have to have Council]
approval. The City Manager stated it would not affect the Oity's budget this
yeer, but would overlap next year. Dr. Primer explained the State momey that wes
appropriated to the City. He explained that the Clerk, Item 9, had been paid one:
half by the Tuberculosis Association and one-half by the Council. The Bggoeiatio
“hag discontirued this payment to the County, amd the County has indicated it
‘would eontact the City to 2ssume that part--$800.00. After the Council had dis-
cusged this proposed budget thoroughly, Oouncilman Long moved that this tentative
budget 28 submitted by Dr. Primer be apcepted, and that the Mayor te suthorizéd
to sign it. The motion, seconded by Councilman White, carried by the following

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COUNCILMAN WHITE presented the following petition signed by twenty-four
~citizenst

"We, the undersigned, are residents of Bast 38th Street from Red
Biver Street to Bagt Avenue and are very desirous of getting our
street the water-esphalt treatment to alleviate the dust. +he dmet
in this pree is terrific and very anmoying., Various ones have
ealled asking for this itreatment or even water the street end so
far nothing has been done. “his street is used by numerous trucks
connected with the construction of the new Emst Avenue Highwey,
namerong delivery trucks, snd slso residents of the east side of
East Avenue cross om Corcordia to Earmen to Bast 38th to reach Bed
ver end vice versa.

"We ask of you to please investigate this ares and see if you dont
egree with us that it le a much traveled gireet and needs to be water-
asphalt treated.™

The Mayor complimented MR. C. G. LEVANDER and MR, NOBLE E. LATSON on their
idea of asphalt treatment which has been so heartily received. He thought poe-
8ibly certaln streets would have to have a little priority. Councilman Long
suggested that Mr. Levender study the poseibility of recommending to the Counc il
additionsl machines, 2s the paving program was moving along so slowly. She thought
maybe some conslderation should be given %o enlarging that asphalt spripkling pro-
gram. The Mayor suggested that one thoreughfare be completed s year, and that
38th BStreet will take the cross-town traffic since Mlst Street will be closed
to through treffic when the highway comes in. The City Manager stated everything
was ready to go when the bond money was avallable. The Mayor asked the City
Manager to submit to the Council next Thursday in addition to what the school
would require, what the City should have irn the wey of bond money--what is actually
needed, #mud what is desired.

The Mayor brought up three outstanding questions for considerstion or ection
of the Couneil, ' -

(1) The setting up of a nev ordinance regarding the zoning ard planning in
cornection with the suggestions made at the meeting on June HSth--setting up o
Planning Board with a sub-committee of zoming, and a plat committee, ete., Councild
men Long moved that the City Manager be ims tructed to have an ordinance drawn up
revemping the Zoning and Planning Commission as outlined in the meeting. The
motion, seconded dy Councilman ¥hite, carried by the following vote:

(2) The Mayor suggested that a traffic committee be appointed to advise
with the Traffic Engineer. Councilman Long meved that the Council appoint e
citizens committee of seven to work with the Council in ironing out its traffic
‘and safety problems, and that the City Manager be instructed to have ap ordinance |-
4| drawn up creating such a committee. The motion, seconded by Conncilman MacCorkle
cerried by the following vote!

(3) A charter amendment to change the duties and compensation of the Equalill
zation Board. The Mayor stated the Board hed not drawn eny compensation for its -
duties since the work of the Equalization Board hed been completed, but these
members had been doing other work for the ecity. It was stated that the Budget
provided for pay ae the Charter get out for the Equalizetion work, end alse
provided for sppraisal work as other duties. The Board has not submitted its
i1l as yet for the extra dutles.

The Mayor recalled a recommendstion from the Equalization Board, in whiech
the Council was to instruct the Tax Department in regard to taxing personal propep-
ty, machinery, etc., snd that the Council ought to go ahead and instruct the De-
partuent what to do. The City Manager wag to get a memorandum on this.

The City Attorney reported on three matters in litigation: (1) The Weiler
Condemnation Suit for property on the site of the proposed water plant om Mt,
Bonnel had been completed, and the Commission awarded $10,000 for 5.12 acrss,
He stated from here, the City would move with negotiations for.that.

(2) The Firemen's and Policemen's suit regarding the initiative ordinance
which they asked the Council to adopt, reached the Supreme Court. The Supreme
Court granted a writ of error on five of the nine points raised, those degling
prineipally with the contention that the ordinance if adopted would be in con~
fliet with the State Law, and the provision of the Charter must be conatrued as
not permitting the submisslon of this ordinance, as that wuld also be in con-
fliot with the State law,

(3) %he Court of Civil Appeals reviewed the Salazar Case and rendered a
Judgment in favor of the City; however, a motion for rehearing was pending before
the Court of Civil Appeals,

The City Attorney reported on House Conecurrent Resolutions 52, 49 and 50,
stating they were passed by the Senatep those resolutions permitting the widening|
of the right-of-way of USth Street between Guadalnpe and Burnet Road, coming
off of State property from the Austin State Hospital and School for the Blind,
The other resolution was the right-of-way for Koenig Lane across the State tract
Just south of the building of the Depasriment of Pablic Safety.

Other matters pending on condemnation or further negotiations are the Brad-
field and Brush property, the Rosenquist property and the Holloway property; and
the St, John property for additional right-of-way for Eagt Avenue; and the Cater .
Joseph property. The City Manager explained the difference in price of the Josepﬂ
property and the Moulden promrty sdjoining. He thought by next week he would
have something definite on these two properties--eitler an acceptance of an offer
or & reject.

The City Mansger explained a situation existing on Dry Creek where some
property had been submerged due to changing the gite of the 0ld dam and adding
two and o half feetto it in helight. He stated 2 suit hed been filed for demages
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in the smount of $25,000. The City Meanager and City Attorney felt it might be

to the City's advantage to recommend purchesing the whole tract. The Stephen-
sons, the owners, asked $40,000 for the tract as against the appraisers' figure
of $23,000. He stated there 1s about 3300 feet of frontage on the river and

is accesslble iIn two different ways; and the attorneys representing the owners
have indicated that the whole thing could be settled i{f the City purchesed the
land, The city Manager thought the City might gain more land by reclamation,

The City Attorney seemed to think the plaintiffs had a pretty good chance in this
law suit; and as this tract hed wonderful possibilities for recreational purposes
and provided a further access to the river, he would like authority to negotiate
with the owners for the purchase of the whole tract. Councilman Johnson moved
that the City Manager be authorized to negotiate with Mr. W. H. Stephemson; owner
of this traet of land before the trial comes up. The motion, seconded by Coun-
cilman MacCorkle, carried by the following voted

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Councilman Johnson offered the following resolution and moved its adoption
(RESOLUTION)

WHEREAS, Troy Ragland is the Contractor for the remodeling of & building
located at 125 West 7th Street and desires & portion of the Sidewalk and Streed
Working space abutting the east 102,66 of Lots 7 and 8§, Block 70, in the
Original City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, during the remodeling of the
building, such space to be used in the work and for the storage of materials
therefor; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

1. THAT space for the uses hereinabove enumerated be granted to said
Troy Ragland, the boundary of which 1s described as follows:

Sidewalk and Street Working Space

Beginning at the northwest corner of the above described
properiy; thence in a northerly direction and at right angles
to the centeriine of West 7th Street to a point 5 feet south
of the south curb line; thence in an easterly direction and
parallel with the centeriine of West 7th Street approximetely
15 feet to & point; thence in a southerly direction and at right
angles to the ceanterline of West 7th Street to the north line
of the above described property.

2. THAT the above privileges and allotment of space are granted to the
said Troy Ragland, hereinafter termed “Contractor®, upon the following express
terms and conditions: )

{(1). That the Contrachor shall erect within the above described working
space a s0lid fence built of not less than one-inch material and at least 8
feet in helght (or extending from the sidewmlk to the underside of the present
awning) substantially braced .and anchored and to maintain same in good condition
at all times while the work is in progresg, The Contractor will be permitted to
put a door in the barricade that will either open in or slide parallel to the
barricades, and at all times that material is being delivered or taken dway
from the building, a watchman shall be provided to warn pedestriansg of approach-
ing danger. The Contractor will also be permitted to use one parking meter
space immediately in front of the entrance 1n the barricade, for the delivery
or removal of materials during constructien work,

(2). That the Contractor is permitted to construct in his working space
a substantial gate which shall be kept closed at all times when not in use and
at all times that such gate is open, the Contracior shall maintain & persen
at this gate to warn pedestrlans and vehicles of approaching trucks. This _ - 7
gate 1s not toopen out so as to impede wehicular or pedestrian traffic, -

(3). That no vehicles in loading or unloading material at the working
space shall park on any part of the street outside of the allotted working space.

{4). That "No Parking! signs shall be placed on the street side of
the barricades.
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(5). fThat the Contractor 1s permitted to construct a temporary work
office within such allotted working space provided such work office is not
within 25 feet of any corner street intersection.

(6). That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or
other public utilities in the construction of such barricades.

(7). That provisions shall be made for the normal flow of all storam
waters in the gutter and the Contractor will be respohnsible for any damage
done due fto obstruction of any such storm water.

(8). That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any
walkway, barricades or obstructions, red lights during all periods of darkness
and provide lighting system for all tunnels,

(9). That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose
materials and other obstructions on the sidewalk and street immediately after
the necesslity for their existence on sald sidewalk or street has ceased, such
time to be determined by the City Manager, and in any event all such sidewalk,
barricades, materials, egulpment and other obstructions shall be removed not
later than July 15, 1951.

(10)., That the Clty reserves the right to revoke at any time any and
all the privileges hereln granted or to require the erection or installation
or additional barriers or safeguamrds 1f the conditions demand it.

(11). That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall
not be exclusive as agsinsi public needs and the City, in making such grant
reserves the right to enter and occupy any part or all of said space any time
with its public utilities, or for other necegsary public purposes,

(12). That any publiec utility, or public or private property, disturbed
or injured as a2 result of any of the activities necegsary for the completion
of the construction work for said duilding projects whether done by the
Contractor, City forces, or public utilities shall be replaced or repaired at
the Contractor's expense.

(13). That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a suretly
bond in the sum of Five Thousand Dollars {$5,000.00), which shall protect,
indemnify and hold harmless the Clty of Austin from any claims or damages o
any person oy property that may acerue to or be brought by any person by
reason of the exercise or abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by
the City of Austin and shall guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks,
pavement and all other public property and public utilities distrubed or
removed during the construction work and sghall further guarantee the construc-
tion of & walkway and other safeguards during the occupancy of the space.

WHEREAS, Southern Unlioen Gas Company has presented to the City Council
tentative maps or plans showing the proposed conmstruction of its gas mains
in the streets in the Clty of Austin hereafter named, and said maps or plans
have been considered by the City Council; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

THAT Southern Union Gas Company be and the same is hereby permitted %o
lay and consiruct its gas mains in and upon the following streets:

(1) A gas main in EAST 8th STREET, from a point 102 feet
wegt of Harvard Street easterly 313 feet, the centerline of
which gas main shall be 15 feet north of and parallel to ithe
south property line of said EAST 8th STREET.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not
less than 2% feet.

The Southern Union Gas Company is hereby put upon notice that the Clty
of Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above is clear from other
underground utilities, but is based upon the best records we have at hand, and
that the minimum depth stated does not have any reference to the fact that
greater depths may not be required at special points. When the Southern Union
Gas Company requires definite information upon the ground as to elevations or
working points from which to base the locatlon of their assignments, they shall
apply to the Department of Public Works not less than three (3) days before such
information is required. The Southern Union Gas Company 1ls further put upon
notice that they will be reguired to bear the expense of repairs or replacement
of any underground utility damaged during the coanstruction of lines named in
this resolution.

AND THAT whenever pavement is cut in the vicinisy of a fire plug, water
mist be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the diiches,

THAT the work and laying of said gas mains, including the excavation
in the streets, and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after
szid mains have been 1aid shall be under the supervision and direction of
the City Manager, and under all the pertinent t{erms and conditions of the
certain franchises granted to said company by the City of Austin.

Mayor Drake introduced the following ordinance:

AN ORDINANCE CLOSING THE HEARING GIVEN TO THE REAL AND
TRUB OWNERS OF PROPERTY ABUTTING UPON EAST 13th STREET,
I THE CITY OF AUSTIN, TEXAS, WITHIN THE LIMITS HEREIN-
AFTER DEFINED, AS TO SPECIAL BENEFITS TO ACCRUE TO BSAID
PROPERTY AND THE REAL AND TRUE OWNERS THEREOF BY VIRTUE
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OF THE IMPROVEMENT OF SAID STREET WITHIN SAID LIMITS,

AND AS TO ANY ERRORS, INVALIDITIES OR IRREGULARITIES IN
ANY OF THE PROCEEDINGS OR. CONTRACT THEREFOR; OVERRULING
AND DENYING ALL PROTESTS AND OBJECTIONS QFFERED; FINDING
AND DETERMINING THAT EACH AND EVERY PARCEL OF PROPERTY
ABUTTING UPON SAID STREET WITHIN THE LIMITS DEFINED WILL
BE SPECIALLY BENEFITED AND ENHANCED IN VALUE IN EXCESS OF
THE AMOUNT OF THE COST OF SAID IMPROVEMENTS PROPOSED TO
BB, AND AS, ASSESSED AGAINST SAID PROPERTY, AND THE REAL
AND TRUE OWNERS THEREOF, AND LEVYING AN ASSESSMENT FOR
THE PAYMENT OF A PORTION OF THE COST OF IMPROVING SAID
STRERET WITHIN SAID LIMITS DEFINED, FIXING A CHARGE AND
LIEN AGAINST SAID PROPERTIES, AND THE REAL AND TRUE
OWNERS THERFOF, PROVIDING FOR THE ISSUANCE OF ASSIGNABLE
CERTIPICATES UPON THE COMPLETION AND ACCEPTANCE OF SAID
WORK, THE MANNER AND TIME OF PAYMENT THEREOF, AND
PROVIDING FOR THE MANNER AND METHOD OF COLLECTION OF
SAID ASSESSMENTS AND CERTIFICATES; DECLARING AN EMERGENCY,
AND PROVIDING THAT THIS ORDINANCE SHALL BECOME EFFECTIVE
IMMEDIATELY UPON ITS PASSAGE.

The ordinance was read the first time, and Councilman Long moved that
the rule be suspended and the ordinance passed to its second reading. The
motion, seconded by Councilman MacCorkle, carried by the following vote:

"I have inspected, epproved, and accepted the work and improvements
referred to and I now recommend that the same be accepted and recleved by
the City Couneil.
